CHIEF OF STAFF, GEN HUMAID. COS STATED THAT THIS IS LIST PROVIDED 
TO PR. FAHD FOR POSSIBLE USE IN DISCUSSIONS DURING UPCOMING CONUS 
VISIT. NOTE THAT WITH EXCEPTION OF F-I5 SUBJECT THERE IS LITTLE 
NEW UNDER THE SUN. WE DO NOT BELIEVE THAT PR. FAHD WILL ADDRESS 
SUBJECTS OTHER THAN F-I5 AND POSSIBLY AIR MUNITIONS IN DETAIL. 

THIS MESSAGE PROVIDED FOR YOUR ADVANCED INEO. WE WILL EOLLOW UP 
WITH COMMENTS ON SUBJECTS INCLUDED HERE IN WITHIN THREE DAYS.
